ing all, constitutional guarantees, With 
special reference to articles 15, 16, 17, 19, 
22. 23, 24 and 27 in the provinces of 
Pinar del (Rio, Havana and Santa Clara. 
The law enforcing public order, which 
is equivalent to martial law, also is put 
in immediate effect in the three prov- 
inces named. <A supplemental decree has 
been issued suspending the decree of Au- 
gust 28. pardoning the repentant rebels, 
and ordering that all rebels be arrested. 
Both decrees have been communicated 
to all officers in the field. 

Coincident with the issuance of de- 
crees which followed tonight's decision 
not to yield to the peace demands wie 
government ordered the arrest of practi- 
cally every prominent liberal. Alfred 
Zayas, president of the liberal party, 
and several others have disappeared. 

Among other liberals arrested are ~on- 
gr@sman Florencio Villuendas, brov.uJter 
‘ ef Congressman Enrique Villuendas, who 
was killed in a fight with a policeman 
at Crenfuegos a year ago, and Congress- 
men Borger and Varona. 

When the news of issuing of these de- 
crees reached the veterans’ peace com- 
mission there was immediate and almost 
unanimous denunciation of President 
Palma and other members of the gov- 
ernment. Sgnor Sangvitio, independent, 
who was present, a who usually is 
moderate in his utteranzes, made an im- 
pagssioned speech, in which he declared 
that there remained for Cubans but two 
roads to travel, one of honor, the other 
of disgrace. The government, he said, 
had refused offers of efforts to settle tne 
difficulty, and so nothing was left but to 
side with its opponents. 

General Collazo and other. prominent 
veterans made similar speeches, and Gen- 
eral Menocal coincided. it appears prob- 
able that most of the members of the 
veterans’ peace commission will join the 
insurgents tomorrow. 

The government does not intend that 
membership in congress shall shield any- 
body from arrest. Senator Morua Del- 
gado was one of the first arrested, and 
several represcutatives were quickly 
added to the list of prisoners. Former 
congressmen and veterans are _ being 
searched for by the police. Senor Zayas 
and most of the leading liberals have 
mysteriously disappeared. Up to mid- 
night Senor Zayas had not ‘teen ar~+ 
rested.

GIRL, GIVING SUGAR 
TO PRISONER, KILLED 


Murder Causes Desperate Revolt in St. Petersburg 
Rastile--Mutineers Cling to Young Woman’s

The above figures are more favorable 
to the engineering profession than to any 
others, for the southern technical col- 
leges have, as a rule, far more engineer- 
ing students than those Of any other line 
of work, In some of them over one-half 
of the technical students are in the en- 
gineering courses, 

Furthermore, the imperfect and inade- 
quate equipment in the technical schools 
in the south prevents the training of our 
young men in that thorough manner 
which is necessary to win the confidence 
of capitalists and the investing public, 

Again, in order to get thls thorough 
training, the majority of our technical 
graduates go to northern and western 
manifacturing establishments, thus 
drawing off our best men te other fields. 

From one institution alone at least 80 


men have sought employment in northern 
and western industria] cecsiablishments, 
and of the total number of these grad- 
uates within the last ten years, not 20 
per cent are employed in the south. | 

This means that the men who !ead in 
the development of the south must be 
brought from other parts,-and that our 
young men must either go away or be 
content with the subordinate 
In the cotton mill, the power develop- 
ment plant, the railway and the machine 
Shop, fifteen-sixteenths of the superin- 
tendents, engineers, managers, etc., must 
be brought from outside. That our young 
men are capable of filling these positions 
is unquestionable. 

“The constant cry of the managers 
of our industrial plants,” continues 
Mr. Randolph, “that there are so few 
competent mechanics in the south in- 
dicates that the condition shown to 
exist in the engineering profession 
exists in the trades_ also.” And 
turther: 

“We are compelled to face the issue 
that unless measures are taken to 
give adequate facilities for the educa- 
tion and training of our young men 
in engineering and the mechanic arts, 
the glorious privilege of our industria] 
possibilities must pass to others.” 

It is, of course, a temporary and 
partial solace to reflect that the south 
has made appreciable strides in the 
direction of technical education in the 
past fifteen years. Lest such complai- 
sance leads to a relaxation of our en- 
ergies, it is well to remember Mr. 
Randolph’s sententious warning: 

“For every engineer educated in the 
south,.15 are brought from outside.” 

In other words, we have precious 

little time to waste in gratulation and 
in the cherishing of designs which 
stop short of execution. While we are 
planning additions to our technolog- 
ical institutions and promising our- 
selves that in some mysterious man- 
ner Providence will kindly provide 
the means for their construction and 
maintenance, the industrial develop- 
ment of the south is proceeding with 
magical rapidity. Factories are spring- 
ing up, power plants are multiplying, 
exports are growing—and young men 
from the north and west, graduated 
from the numerous and splendid in- 
{stitutions of those sections, are occu- 
pying the lucrative positions in the 
vanguard which belong, by inherent 
right, to native southerners. 
_ The southern people are sufficient- 
ly busy with complicated problems, it 
is true, but the one outlined in the 
foregoing is of a nature that does not 
brook delay or the injection of parsi- 
mony. |

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The Philadelphia Lesson. 

The news now brought by the As- 
sociated Press to the effect that the 
directors of the wrecked Real Estate 
Trust company, of Philadelphia, will 
make good the sums missing is re 
freshing contrast to the earlier re- 
port that there was a tendency in 


ithe directorate to take advantage of 
the legal limitations of their liability, 
thus leaving the several thousand de- 
pcsitors with the bag to hold. 

The amount abstracted is estimated 
at $5,000,000. Hipple left securities ap- 
praised at $2,000,000, so that the di- 
rectors will be called upon toreplace 
$3,000,000 from their private _ re- 
sources. The sum represented is large 
even when divided up between sev- 
eral wealthy men. Whether their ac- 
tion arises solely from an acute sense 
of duty, or whether they realize 
that a failure to do otherwise would 
mar their future careers in Philadel- 
phia, is a question of motives which 
may safely beleft to the hypercritical. 
The point is that they are rendering 
justice to the depositors at a con- 
siderable cost to themselves and their 
families—a proceeding to which a cer- 
tain amount of credit must attach, 
regardless of animus. 

A salutary result of the Philadel- 
phia incident is the probability that 
it will, in-a measure, establish a prec- 
edent in the ethics: of banking as 
applied to the director’s responsibil- 
‘ity—more particularly where the fig- 
ures involved reach some such stu 
pendous aggregate as that involved at 
Philadelphia, It will, moreover, in- 
crease the circumspection and vigi- 
lance with which men chosen as di- 
rectors of fiduciary institutions ‘ap- 
proach the acceptance or rejection of: 
such positions of trust. When men 
whose names are used as magnets to 
attract the deposits of individuals and 
business houses take their positions 
seriously and not in a perfunctory 
sense, the public will be accorded 
protection more gilt-edged than a 
multitude of bonding systems or the 
intricate electrical devices purporting 
to forestall the more vulgar looters 
who come armed with dark lanterns 
and nitro-glycerine. 

The time is at hand when every 
institution worthy public confidence 
will insist on a lirectors’ audit” at 
regular but unwarned intervals. In- 
dividual integrity is a fine thing in 
the abstract. But it cannot provide 
the maximum protection as long as 
the individual. is—unfortunately—hu- 
man.

than if you are Bnglish, Welsh or Irish, 
Thirty-one out of every 1,000 Scotch peo- 
ple who die are killed by accident, and 
30 Dnglish out of every 1,000. French 
people are much more careful, for only 
15 out of every 1,000 French deaths are 
attributed to accident. As might be 
supposed, the risks of death by accident 
are greater in America than anywhere 
else: No fewer than $9 per 1,000 of 
Americans. die from accidental causes, 
Says London Answer. 

How many’ of us ever stop to consider 
the chances that play so great a part in 
Our daily lives? Very few do so, unless 
perchance, they happen to be taking out 
an insurance policy. Insurance compa- 
nies have, of course, to use a slang term, 
got risks of all kinds down to a fine point 
Their statisticians have calculated 
chances so carefully that they can quote 
@ premium on anything from the insur- 
ance of a house against fire to that of / 
the disablement of a professional fiddler’s 
forefinger. They will insure you against 
anything from catching measles to hav- 
ing twins, and this being so, they must, 
of course, make it their business to 
know exactly the risks the insured run. 

Religious Work for Long Life. 

Their life tables tell. you all sorts of 
curious things. For instance, that if 
you are a clergyman you have a better 
chance of living to man’s full span of 
three score and ten than if your pro- 


fession is that of a doctor. Yet, oddly 
enough a doctor, in spite of the risks 
he runs from infection, has a better 


chance of life than an attorney, while 
the latter’s life chances are better than 
those of a coachman’s; !84 coachmen 
out of 10,000 die for every 168 attorneys. 
The life chances are worst of all for inn- 
keepers and cabdrivers. If the death- 


rate for 10,000 Englishmen is !80 per 
10,000, that of cabdrivers, is 266; and 
of innkeepers 270. 

setween the ages of 25 and 65, a 
woman’s chances of life are distinctly 
better than those of a man. Roughly 
speaking, 19 men die between those ages 
for every 16 women, 


While on the gloomy subject of death, 
it may be worth while to glance at the 
illness which is most Hikely to kill you, 
Statistics show that there are two dis- 
eases which are far more deadly than 
any others—at least to the inhabitants 
of these islands of ours. 

The Most Deadly Diseases. 

They are bronchitis and tonsumption. 
Out of every million English people near- 
ly 3,000 succumb yearly to diseases of 
the throat, and fully 2,000 to consump-, 
tion. Third in point of deadliness comes 
heart disease, which carries off about I,- 
400 yearly out of each million of our 
people. Cancer and apolexy send each 
about 800 to their graves, while the 
danger of smallpox is so slight as to be 
less than one hundredth of that of con- 
sumption. 

With all its fogs London is not an un- 
healthy place to live in. Your chances 
of living to old age in London are bet- 
ter than in either of the next two larg- 
est British towns. Out of. every 1,000 
London babies no fewer than 124 live 
to reach the good old age Of 75, while 
of 1,000 Glasgow children only 87 do 
so. In Manchester your chances of long 
life diminish ‘sti!l] further. It is 100 to 
6 against the resident Of Manchester 
reaching the age of 75. If you live at 


Brighton your chances aré much more 
rosy than in any of the three great 
cities already mentioned. The betting is 


only 100 to 15 against the Brighton baby 
becoming a septuagenarian, 

Tables giving expegtation of life make 
interesting reading, for they exhibit 
most plainly the superiority in this re- 
spect of the so-cal'ed weaker sex. _For 
instance, a 1!0-year-o!d boy can only ex- 
pect to live just under 48 years, while 
a 10-year-old girl is justified in expect- 
ing to live another 5i years 6 months. 
This superiority holds good all the way 
through life, and even at 65 a woman's 


expectation of life is Iti years, against 
9 years 9 months for a man of the 
same ‘age. 


To put the expectation of life in an- 
other, and perhaps clearer way it _is 332 
to | that an average boy between. ten 
and fifteen wil: not die within the next 
twelve months. When you are 20, the 
chances are 199 to | in your favor. At 
75 it is still 8 to | that you survive for 
another. year. 

If you are between twenty and thirty, - 
the chances are about 8 to | against 
your getting married during the next 
twelve months. Married people live long- 
er by about two years than widowers.

The lives of monarchs, always except- 
ing that of our own rulers, are bad 
risks.

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BEFORE U. S. SUPREME COURT 


Railroad Commission to 


Settle Marble Rate To- 


morrow--Hon. S. G. McLendon Here-~-Gov- 


ernor Terrell on 


His Wav Home. 


TTORNBY GHNDRAL JOHN C. 
HART is preparing to appear be- 
fore the United States supreme 

court on Monday, September |, in some 
of the most important litigation in which 
Georgia ‘has ever been interested, 
There are now four important cases 
from Georgia on the docket of the 


United States supreme court, all of 
which will be called on October | for as- 
signment. 

First there is the recent and second 
appeal In the Rawlings case, which At- 
tornéy John R. Cooper ‘has carried to 
the supreme court in Washington be- 
cause the state courts refuse to grant 
an extraordinary motion for new trial in 
the case of the two Rawlings boys, Mil- 
ton and Jesse, sentenced to be hanged 
with their father for the murder of the 
Carter children in Lowndes county. This 
case has been dragging along now for 
nearly two years, and it !s felt that in 
the interests of the administration of 
justice it should be brought to a term!- 
nation. For this reason Attorney Gen- 
eral Hart will urge the supreme court to 
advance it on the docket so that it may 
be disposed of at the earliest possible 
date. 

Two other cases pending thereof great 
importance to the state, especially from 
a financial standpoint, are those involv- 
ing the taxation of the Western of- Ala- 
bama stock, 13,000 shares of which are 
held, each, by the Georgia Railroad & 
Banking Company, and by the Central 
of Georgia Railway Company. The staie 
is interested in these two cases to the 
extent of something like $300,000 back 
taxes. These two cases are pending in 
Washington on appeal from the supreme 
court of Georgia. Judge Hart will also 
ask the United States supreme court 
for an early hearing in these cases. 

The fourth case, and one of the most 
important pending in Washing.wn, is 
the suit for injunction against the two 
copper companies at Ducktown and Isa- 
bella, Tenn., to require them to confine 
the sulphurous fumes from their copper 
smelting plants so that they will no 
longer spread over a large area of north 
Georgia, where they have resulted in kill- 
ing the forestry and vegetation. 

In this suit Ligon Johnson, qa _ well- 
known Atlanta attorney, is associated 
with the attorney general in behalf of 
the state. Upon Mr. Johnson has de- 
veloped a large part of the work of 
preparingn this important case, and he has 
been especially active in collecting the 
evidence for presentation to the court. 
This case has been set for hearing by 
the supreme court on October |, and it 
is believed something definite will be 
heard from it during that week. It ls 
known that the copper companies are 
anxious to have it finally disposed of, 
and many believe that it will 
finally in both of them putting in plants 
for the manufacture of sulphuric acid, 
thereby disposing of the fumes so as not 
to release them into the atmosphere. 


To Decide Marble Rate. 


At the regular meeting of the state 
railroad commission tomorrow the ques- 
tion of the marble rate from the North 
Georgia quarries to other points in the 
state, particularly to South Georgia, will 
be, in effect, finally disposed of. 

The commissiod has set the case for 
hearing on several occasions, and each 
time the marble men have asked for a 
postponement. The railroad’s side of the 
case has been heard, though the Louis- 
ville & Nashville, which is most involved, 
will no doubt be represented at tomor- 
row's meeting. The marble men, who 
asked for the deductions, have been noti- 
fied that the hearing was peremptorily 
set for September 12, and thie time, so 
far, they have not asked for any post- 
ponement. It is taken for granted, 
therefore, that they will present their 
case showing why the reductions asked 
for should be granted. 

At this meeting also the commission 
will reach a decision in the matter of the 
recent complaint made by certain pat- 
rons of the Atlanta & Northern railway, 
operating a trolley line between Atlanta 
and Marietta. These citizens have asked 
that the Atlanta & Northern be re- 
quired to establish a station or stopping 
point somewhere between Bien N and 
Chattanooga avenue, which two stop- 
ping points are about a mile and a 
quarter apart. These complainants say 
the railroad company promised a stop. 
Ping point here when the right of way 
was acquired, but this the railroad de- 
nies, 

The only other question of- interest 
which the commission will have before 
it is the complant of the people of sos- 
ton, Ga., in Thomas county, with regard 
to freight rates. Boston claims the right 
to enjoy as low freight rates as are 
granted to Thomasville on one side of 
it and Quitman on the other. The rail- 
roads are contesting this claim and the 
outcome of the fight will be awaited 
with considerable interest. 


McLendon in Atlanta. 

Hon. 8G. McLendon, of Thomasville, : 
who was nominated by the recent state 
convention at Macon, for railroad com- 
missioner ‘to succeed Commissioner 
Joseph ‘M. Brown, is in the eity, and 
yesterday drove to the Peters building, 
where he had a brief conference with 
Hon. Hoke Smith, nominee for governor. 
Mr. McLendon, who is suffering from 
rheumatism, could not go up to Mr. 
Smith's office without great inconven-

He declined to discuss his 
opponent in the race, Hon, T. C. Crenk- 
shaw, except to say that it was a mat- 
ter for the democrats of the éetate to 
decide. 
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Work of Sulphur Fumes. 
Assistant State Geologist 8. Ww. Mc. 
Callie returned to the city yestgrday. 
from north Georgia, where he has been 
investigating the brown iron ores in 
that section of the state. Mr. McCallie 
has been in Gilmer and other north 
Georgia counties in which extensive 
damnage has recently been done to the 
forestry and vegetation by the sulphur- 
ous fumes from the copper smeéltering 
furnaces of the two large com- 
panies at Ducktown and Isabella, Tenn. 
The ‘Tennessee Copper Company, at 
Isabella, it is stated, has already begun 
the erection of a plant for convérth 
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}section of the country and destroying 
vegetation, and will at the same time 
result in the production of many thou- 
sands of dollars worth of commercial 
sulphuric acid annually. 

It is well-known that Georgia now has 
an injunction suit pending in the United 
States supreme court to compel these 
copper companies to make provisions for 
disposing of these sulphur fumes 80 a8 
to prevent their spreading over the 
country and damaging all the vegetation 
with which they come in contact. This 
sult will come up for hearing in the 
supreme court at Washington early in 
October, and it is generally believed it 
will result ultimately in both companies 
putting in plants which will consume 
these gases. . 

“I was greatly surprised at the vast 
extent of the injuries to trees and vege 
tation on every hand,” said Professor 
McCallie yesterday. “Three years a£° 
when I first visited that section, the 
damage extended over an area of only 
2 or 3 miles radius, while now it has 
spread for 25 miles or more and the in- 
jurious effects can be seen as far south 
as Bilijay. The timber is badly damaged 
in many sections in north Georgia. 

“Sometime ago the compan: built @ 
tall smokestack, $25 feet in height, with 
a view to carry these gases so high that 
they would not effect vegetation, but in- 
stead of remedying matters this seems 
to have made them worse. It appears to 
have resulted in distributing the injurious 
gases over a much greater area. If 
atmospheric conditions were favorable, 
in a strong wind, I pelieve it is possible 
for these fumes to be blown almost 4s 
far south as Atlanta. The conversion of 
these fumes into sulphuric acid will not 
only mean much to the south in the 
manufacture fof fertiizers, but will do 
away with the present injurious effects.
